of the end when the child is stand- 
ing. 


Don't imagine 
you 
are buying; 


shoes "long enough" by measuring 
the bottom of the shoe with the sole 
of the foot. 
Let the shoe salesman 


use the regular foot measure appar- 
atus in the store. 


Don't purchase stockings 
(or a. 


child unless there is at least one-half 
inch of space ahead of the toes, al- 
lowing for shrinkage. 


Don't buy narrow toed shoes for
